SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Mrs. Chairman and Members of the School Board: 

I hereby submit for your consideration my thir- 
teenth report of the Thornton schools. 

The schools opened in September 1931 with the 
following teachers: Ethel U. Bronson, West Thornton; 
Frances E.. Bradley, Center; Anna 8. Leech, Mad River 
who resigned on December 29 and Mrs. Glen H. Sturte- 
vant was secured to fill the vacancy; and Isabelle M. 
Kimball, Lyford. 

The school census, taken last September, showed . 
44 boys and 34 girls, or a total of 78 children in town 
between the ages of five and sixteen. There were 
found not to be in school four between five and eight; 
three between 14 and 16. Of the latter, two had com- 
pleted the elementary school and one was excused by 
the school board. The total number of children regis- 
tered in the schools September 30th was 60. 

This year, 1981-19382, there are twenty-three who 
are registered in high schools—Plymouth, Woodstock 
and Lincoln, and four who are attending elementary 
schools outside of the district. 

The following pupils completed the work of the 
eighth grade, namely, John Erven Applebee, Margaret 
Dorothy Avery, Viola May Avery, Ruric Wardner Jor- 
dan, Nellie Clara Merrill and Rachel Esther Merrill. 
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The following children had a perfect attendance 
for the year and received certificates at the grammar 
school graduation, namely, Edward Brown, Donna R. 
Dolloff, Alfred Howard, Theresa Howard, Oscar Inkell, 
Irene Shores, Margaret Etta Ward and Herman 
Wright. 

The Lyford school building was painted outside. 
Some of the others should be painted during the com- 
ing year. All buildings were cleaned during the sum- 
mer vacation and the toilets cleansed. New seats and 
desks were purchased for Mad River. 

The health examination was made by Miss Addie 
Bilodeau, R. N., Lincoln. Miss Bilodeau has continued 
her follow-up work with considerable success. 

From the teachers’ registers, the following data 
was gleaned: Five school visits were made by members 
of the school board, 165 by citizens and 125 by the 
superintendent of schools. The total unrepeated reg- 
. istration was seventy-one, and the per cent of attend- 
ance was 93.91. This is almost the same as the pre- 
vious year which was 93.95. 

Good health habits are taught in all schools as a 
part of the regular program. We hope some of the 
habits may “carry over” and become an integral part of 
life’s activities. Health is the greatest human asset 
and should be carefully preserved as it tends to pro- 
mote longevity and happiness.
